the Germans from 194lJl5* Subject p^ietrated the SB in axd. vas 
arrested in iS43i to was released from prison after several nontto* 

Subject hecame a political assiatant to the guerrilla movement In Letvla 
and after the capitulation on 8 May 19^ to coordinated and guided guerrilla 
action in the Kurzeme region. Subject escaped to Sweden in 19^^ with 
a self-lj^Bed assli^nent to se^ aid for the totvian partisato*
